REPORT 


OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


The Superintending School Committee of Franklin, ask leave to 
submit to the town their annual report : 

The past year has been one of prosperity to the public schools.— 
The whole number of scholars who have attended them, in the ten dis- 
tricts of the town, is, 441 ; the average attendance being 234. The 
whole amount appropriated for the support of the schools,—including 
the sum raised by direct tax, the avails of the Literary fund, and $100 
from the Railroad tax,—is $1341 10; being $3 04 for each scholar 
attending school. Of this amount, the avails of the Literary fund 
and $100, have been divided equally among the schools of the town. 
The remainder has been apportioned according to the valuation of the 
several districts. 

We present the following detailed account of the schools, as kept 
in all the districts of the town. 


Dist. No.1. The Summer Term, of 12 weeks, was kept by Miss’ 
Harrie L. Lapp. Average attendance of scholars, 27. Commend- 
able progress was made in the branches taught; and the Committee 
have occasion to speak of the teacher, and the school, in terms of ap- 
probation only. 

The Winter Tarm was kept by Mr. Oxtver L. Cross. Length, 
11 weeks. Average attendance, 28. A superior school, and every 
vway valuable to the scholars and the district. In submitting his Re- 
port, Mr. O. says: ‘‘ The school has been to me the most pleasant 
-one I ever instructed. The scholars, though young, have been regu- 
‘lar and attentive. The parents have shown, by their presence and en- 
-eouragement, that they know how to co-operate with the teacher in se- 
curing the greatest good. Not a single jar has occurred to mar, in the 
least manner, the social harmony, so extensively prevailing among 
‘them. And JI can truly say, that my short stay in the district has 
‘been to me most pleasant.” 

The school house needs to be taken in hand by the citizens of the 
district, and renovated. It has capabilities for improvement, but is 
now ina bad condition. 


Dist..No. 2. The Summer Term, of 8 weeks, was kept by Miss 
E1iza J. Orrver. Average attendance, 15. The teacher says :— 
‘The parents manifested no interest whatever in the school, this term, 
and failed.to perform the duties belonging to them, in order to make 
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the school profitable and interesting to the pupils. They sent their 
children to school, (when they sent them at all,) an hour after the 
time of commencing school in the morning ; kept them from the school 
nearly one third of the time, and did not visit the school once during 
the term. The school is very backward, but the moral deportment of 
the scholars has been highly commendable.” This may truly be called 
‘‘the pursuit of knowledge under difficulties.” 

The Winter Term was kept by Mr. Evmer Frencu. Length, 8 
weeks. Average attendance, 20. Mr. F. is young and of little ex- 
perience, as yet, in school keeping, but he appears to have been faith- 
ful to the scholars intrusted to his care, and, at the final examination, 
the school obviously had made progress. 

The Superintending Committee recommend to the citizens of this 
District, greater care and zeal in encouraging the teachers, and foster- 
ing the interests of the school ; assuring them that their efforts will be 
richly repaid. 


Dist. No. 8. The primary school was kept, in its Summer and 
Winter Terms, by Miss Canotine Hancoox ; each term continuing 20 
weeks. Average attendance, in Summer, 504; in Winter, 42.— 
Miss H. has managed her large and difficult charge with tact and kind- 
ness; and the Committee accord unto her the expression of their en- 
tire satisfaction. The scholars form a beautiful group ; and it is of 
unspeakable importance that their tender minds be shaped aright.— 
The Committee are happy to belfeve that the teacher is well qualified 
to guide them, and that she has been faithful in administering her high 
trust. 


The advanced school was kept, in the Summer Term, by Miss An- 
nerre Hancock. Length, 12 weeks. Average attendance, 35.— 
Miss H. was successful, as in the previous year, in gaining the attach-= 
ment of her scholars, and securing their progress in the various 
branches taught. She has the meed of our approbation. At the final 
examination, the school appeared well. 

The advanced school, in the Winter Term, was kept by Mr. Cuas. 
A. Currier. Length, 20 weeks. Average attendance, 49. In their 
examinations of this large and important school, the Committee found 
it orderly and well managed. There has been marked improvement 
in reading, a branch in which many of the scholars have been in the 
back-ground. The several classes appeared well in their recitations, 
and the general tone and spirit of the school was good. The only de- 
ficiency noticed, was the failure on the part of some, to bring out the 
voice with sufficient fullness. The teacher appears to have been ear- 
nest and assiduous in effort for the advancement of the scholars, and 
we regard him as having been highly successful. 


Distr. No. 4, 5, and 8, are reported by Mr. Martin. 


“Dist. No. 4. This school was kept by Miss Amanpa M. Inaats, 
both Summer and Winter Terms. Length of Summer term, 8 weeks; 
Winter term, 11 weeks. Average in Summer, 7; in Winter, 9.— 
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The school being small, the teacher was able to devote much time to 
the different branches taught; and, with a disposition to improve on 
the part of the scholars, commendable progress was made. Scholars 
orderly, and all pleasant within, except the miserable room in which 
the school was kept, which appears more like a prison for culprits, than 
a suitable place ‘‘ to teach the young idea how to shoot.”” I would 
reconmend the building of a better house for this District. 


Dist. No. 5. Summer Term kept by Miss Bursny Stmonps.— 
Length, 8 weeks. Average attendance, 6. This school needs a Na- 
poleon of a teacher, to infuse intothe scholar ambition and courage.— 
There is a lack of real energy and spirit in this school. However, 
there was made quite good proficiency in the studies pursued, and all 
appeared to respect and obey the teacher. In this school, asin many 
others, the scholar is too low spoken. 

Winter Term taught by Mr. Davin E. Brown. The school has 
done well. Decided improvement made in several branches taught, 
particularly in the reading department. Length, 12 weeks. Aver- 
age attendance, 15. Mr. Brown, with a little more age and experience 
in school keeping, will be likely to sueceed admirably. A new school 
house has been erected in this District, during the last year, which is 
a decided improvement upon the old one. 


Dist. No. 6. The Summer Term was kept by Miss Saran H. 
Tucker. Length,.7 weeks. Average attendance, 8. The Winter | 
Term was kept by Mr. S. C. Spoonzr. Length, 64 weeks. Aver- 
age attendance, 11. There is nothing special to be noted of this 
school. The teacher appears to have been faithful, and the improve- 
ment moderate. There is an air of neglect about the school house, 
which should be removed by repairing the structure and making it 
pleasant. A greater interest taken in the school would benefit all the 
children and families of the District. 


Dist. No. 7. Although the money appropriated to this District 
has been drawn from the treasury by Mr. Stilman Sevrans, we have 
received no report of any school kept in the District during the past 
two years. 


Dist. No. 8. Summer Term kept by Miss Etiza H. Merrrir- 
Length, eight weeks. Average attendance, 12. -The teacher, very 
young, and this being her first effort at teaching, she did not succeed 
as well in preserving order, and at the same time in securing the re- 
spect of the school, as she would have done with a little more age, and 
a more extended knowledge of human nature. The teacher was am- 
bitious to a fault, and no doubt did her best for the good of the school. 
She is destined to succeed as a teacher. 

Winter Term kept by Mr. J. M. Sanzorn. Length, 6 weeks, 
Average attendance, 17. Mr. Sanborn was a good and faithful in. 
structor. He appeared to understand his business. Under his man. 
agement, the school did improve. Could this school have gone op 
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under his supervision longer, we could not fail to have seen favorable 
effects from his instruction. But one thing is certain, before there 
shall be any decided improvement in the school, either morally, social- 
ly or intellectually, the war element in the District respecting the 
school, must subside. 


Disr. No. 9, reported by Mr. Crarx. The Summer Term, of 16 
weeks, was taught by Miss S. Evry Tayztor. Average attendance, 
16. This school, at both examinations, manifested good order, and 
at the last examination, shew an improvement in their studies alike 
creditable to themselves and teacher. Also, a still further improve- 
ment in the 24 visits by the members of the district. 

The Winter Term, of 7 weeks, was taught by Mr. Sonon F. Hrut. 
Average attendance, 21. This school, at its first examination, ap- 
peared well in regard to order and manner of instruction, but closing 
one week earlier than at first expected, was not examined at the close. 
Number of visits by members of the district, 7. 


Dist. No. 10. The primary school was kept, both Sum ier and 
Winter Terms, by Miss Marrsaa R. Goovwin. Length of Summer 
Term, 20 weeks; Winter Term, 12 weeks. Average attendance, 
summer, 37; in winter, 28. We have only to repeat the high appre- 
ciation we have expressed in former reports, of the excellence of this 
school. It seems to be in every way honorable to the teacaer aad 
beneficial to the scholars. 

The advanced school was kept, in the Summer Term, by Miss 
Lucy RB. Hitt. Length, 20 weeks. Average attendance, 31. This 
experienced teacher acquitted herself well in managing the trust com- 
mitted to her, and the school was successful. 

The Winter Term, in the advanced department, reports Mr. 
Crark, was taught by Mr. N. M. Proctor, and continued 12 weeks. 
His manner of instruction is short lessons, well and thoroughly under- 
stood ; and his scholars, on examination, shew au advancement in all 
their studies, alike commendable and highly honorable to themselves 
and their instructor. The order in the school-house and out of school, 
alike merit our approbation. 

«Tardiness,’? reports Miss Hill, “* is the great fault of her school, 
and it can be remedied only by the parents. I have also been obliged 
to divide my time between 25 different classes during the day.’ She 
reports 359 instances of tardiness for a term of 20 weeks. This must 
have exerted an exceedingly bad influence on the school. The parents 
in the district are earnestly desired to remedy, as far as possible, this 
evil. The minute division of the school into classes, also, should be 
remedied. The increase in the number of citizens who have visited 
the school the past year is gratifying. 

The Superintending School Committee will not enlarge their report 
by offering remarks on the facts now submitted, and the bearing of 
them on the welfare and prospects of the town and its citizens. We 
will only add, that the gratifying advance in the efficiency of the pub- 
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lic schools already secured, should encourage every citizen to effort to 
urge on still farther this great publio interest—to render more effectu- 
al the operation of the schools among us. 

The district adjacent to No. 10, recently taken from Northfield and 
annexed to Franklin, should unquestionably be consolidated with No. 
10, in order that the whole force of the two districts may be combined 


in carrying forward the educational work. This, we presume, will be 
effected without delay.
